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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to the Applicants argument that 
Rivette does not teach global annotations, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Applicant, in the specification, defines a global 
annotation as an, "annotation [] associated with [a] data element it describes independent of any particular document." However, the 
specification does not define what is exactly meant by the term "independent." The Examiner is interpreting "independent" to mean not in 
the same location. With that interpretation, Rivette clearly teaches global annotations as exemplified in Figure 5 where the notes are 
independent of the documents they describe (the web pages). 

In regards to the Applicants argument that Rivette does not teach identifying a plurality of data elements capable of being instantiated by a 
plurality of applications, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. A web page inherently has numerous data elements, for instance text box or 
a graphic box. When a web page is displayed, the system automatically identifies what is on the web page since the web page is being 
displayed. The claimed identifying step requires nothing more than a system displaying information since the claim language does not 
require any action as a result of the identifying. 

Furthermore, Rivette clearly teaches a plurality of applications as illustrated in Figure 5, Element 512. 

In regards to the Applicants arguments that Rivette does not teach providing one or more interfaces wherein a fist one of the interfaces for 
viewing the global annotations is accessible from a second application capable of instantiating identified data elements in a second type of 
document different that the first type of document, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. As illustrated in Figure 5, there are multiple 
applications that can be used to access the annotations. Furthermore, Rivette on Column 4, Lines 15-20 describes the advantages of his 
invention, which is inter application object linking which allows for notes to be opened up from different applications. . 
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
